Reports from Shanghai — Infected ports. 



July 31, 1903 



Acting Assistant Surgeon Eansom reports, June 22, as follows: 
Fuchau, Swatow, Canton, and Formosan ports, all of them south 
of Shanghai, have been officially declared h\ the consular body and 
customs authorities to be infected. The disease is not stated, but it is 
presumably plague which exists there, although cholera is also quite 
prevalent in that vicinity. 

COLOMBIA. 

Report from Bocas del Toro, fruit port — Smallposc. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Osterhout reports as follows: Week ended 
July 14, 1903. Present officially estimated population not obtainable; 
number of cases of smallpox during the week, 5; 1 death; number 
of deaths from other causes, 3; prevailing diseases, malarial affections 
and smallpox. The 3 deaths noted were due, respectively, to malarial 
fever, phthisis, and inilamraatory rheumatism. General sanitary con- 
dition of this port and the surrounding country during the week, not 
good. The smallpox epidemic is decidedly lessened. To-day the iso- 
lation hospital has 36 inmates. To date there have been 117 cases 
admitted to the hospital, with 13 deaths. There are a few cases reported 
at several of the subports in the adjacent lagoons.

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COSTA KICA. 

Report from Limon, fruit port — Yelloiv fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gruver reports as follows: Week ended 
July 16, 1908. Census population, 4,000; number of cases of j'ellow 
fever, 2 — '1 death; number of deaths from other causes, 5; prevailing 
diseases, j^ellow fever and malarial affections; general sanitary condi- 
tion of this port and the surrounding countiy during the week, poor.
